Paying Costs for 
Drunken Driving 


The slowness with which the publie responds with nor- 
mal reactions to the problem of drunken driving is an Amer- 
ican mystery. 

The figures in California are shocking. During the first 
eight months of this year the moter vehicle department has 
taken action in 13,100 eases of drunken driving by revoking 
er suspending licenses or by taking other steps. 

That this total does not reach all of the drunken drivers 
is acknowledged. 

Yet there is little indication that the people of California 
are aroused to the seriousness of the situation. 

Perhaps there would be a normal reaction if every mo- 
torist understood that he is paying part of the bill for acci- 
dents caused by drunken drivers. The American Business- 
men’s Research foundation has prepared figures indicating 
that the automobile insurance companies paid out last year 
$83,000,000 in settlement of liability. and property-damage 
claims. 

This money was contributed by the motoring publie, for 
three out of four motorists carry insurance. The National 
Safety council figures that one out of every five accidents 
involves either a driver or a pedestrian who has been drink- 


caused by drinking drivers cost $15,500,000 in insurance set- 
tlements last year. This is entirely exclusive of the misery 
eaused by deaths and injuries and property damage that was 
not covered by insurance. 

Those who buy insurance policies paid this $15,500,000.

~ CONDUIT WORK 
NEAR RED HL 


Work was resumed this week 
on construction of the Beryl ave- 
mue conduit which drains flood 
waters from the country north of 
Highland avenue into the Red Hill 
fiood control dam, it is announced 
by Earl French. 

Development of the project, 
started by Cucamonga CCC, has 
lain idle for several months since 
the Three C’s camp was closed 
last summer. Completion of the 
project is expected to be carried 
out by the county flood control 
district with the labor of a county 
road camp crew. 

TO COMPLETE CONDUIT 

Immediate work in progress is 
completion of the conduit be- 
tween Baseline road and Highland 
venue. When work was discon- 
tinued by CCC workers there re- 


mained about one-eighth of a mile} 


of conduit along Beryl to com- 
plete the hookup’with the end of 
the concrete above Highland ave- 


mue, and about a quarter of a mile | 


to be completed south to Baseline 
oad. This part of the work will 
we gone at once, Mr. French said. 

The underground conduit, which 
i four feet high and 36 inches 
wide and of arch type construc- 
tion, will carry flood waters off 
Bery! north of Highland avenue 
and off Carnelian avenue north of 
Baseline road. The conduit dumps 
these waters into the Red Hill 
settling basin in order to relieve 
the flood waters in the districts 
morth of Baseline road and High- 
land avenue. Completion of the 
project, Mr. French sald, would 
@o a great deal to put water in 
the washes for settling and con- 
serve more of it.
